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The people of the %Wiae Chapel 
community were caused to suffer a 
big shock and a great loss just be­ 
fore Christmas when fire destroyed 
their nice large school building. 
The 
information 
concerning the 
cause of the fire in this public struc­ 
ture has been the general comment 
of the communities. 
The Herald has interv iewed Mr. 
and Mrs. J. O. Jones, whose daugh­ 
ter is one of the- teachers and who 
with their 
daughter 
liv ed in the 
teacherage near the building. 
If "C 
get it right, about ten o’clock Thurs­ 
day night, Mr. and Mrs. Jones and 
Mr. Grimes, who also liv ed in the 
teach*' r.ge, went to the building to 
get some fruit that had been stored 
in a room on the second floor. When 
these men entered the building they 
heard someone running on the floQfs 
abov e, and they gav e chase, reach­ 
ing tlv auditorium in time to see, 
with a flash light, what they thought 
to be the ladder, leading to the at­ 
tic. shak ing. 
They 
called for the 
person or persons 
to 
come down. 
There was no response. 
They took 
the ladder down and decided to get 
an officer. 
Two men remained to 
guard the 
building (it 
was v ery 
daik ) and two went to Radium to 
phene for the Sheriff. 
The Sheriff 
v en* his Deputy, Mr. Dunwoody, ac- 
companied by two Highway Patrol- 
m n, who went to Funston, east of 
Anson, by mistak e and found noth­ 
ing- s0 they hastened back to get 
another start. 
They 
then got the 
right place in mind and soon were 
ft. Wise Chapel. 
They, with sev eral 
others using good flashlights, search­ 
ed the entire building, including at­ 
tic and roof. 
Found where someone 
had laised the roof trap door and 
went out, 
but "carry a soul any­ 
where." 
Howev er 
they 
found a 
stov e in one of the upper rooms well 
heated, but not ov erly, and this lent 
some clue, but no where could they 
find more ev idence of any person. 
The officers went home. 
The Jones home was late awak e 
with sev eral persons preparing pack ­ 
a ge for the next day, and someone 
heard r. noise and exclaimed that 
they thought somebody was bother­ 
ing their cars. This was a late hour, 
bv now, perhaps after two A. M. 
sir. Grimes is said to hav e opened a 
door and look ed out to find the big 
building with flames bursting out of 
the windows. 
Tnere was nothing that could be 
done to sav e anything. 
The teach­ 
erage, being so near by, was soon 
abandoned. 
Hurriedly as much as 
possible of 
the 
household effects 
were remov ed. 
The 
house slowly 
caught and the entire property was 
lost. 
It 
is 
understood 
that 
perhaps 
$4,700 insurance was carried on the 
two buildings. 
At this time it has 
not been learned just what arrange­ 
ments will be made to carry on the 
school. 
The upper 
grade students 
are already 
coming by bus to the 
Hamlin 
High 
School. 
Some hav e 
thought it might be practical for the 
entire school to be transported to 
Hamlin where they could find room 
in the Grammar school building, for 
the remainder of the term. 
Still 
others hav e thought some 
k ind of 
temporary board 
building could be 
arranged, and later to be used in a 
new structure. 
An affair of this nature, where 
it look s as if some one set the build­ 
ing on fire, is a hard blow to a com­ 
munity. 
The Wise Chapel 
School 
was one of the first in the county to 
“consolidate.” 
That 
community is 
progressiv e and their spirit will not 
let a fire down them. 
A good peo­ 
ple must 
hav e a good 
school, and 
they will. 
QUESTIONS: 
How did the build­ 
ing get on fire? 
Was the person 
who was heard to run, there for 
that purpose? 
Did that person suc­ 
ceed in hiding from the searching of­ 
ficers or did he succeed in getting 
out in the meantime and later re­ 
turned and completed his job? 
If 
some one deliberately 
set the fire 
then what was the motiv e? 
Officers 
seem positiv e 
that no matches or 
cigarette stubs 
were 
used in the 
search and there was nothing to in­ 
dicate danger at the heated stov e.

visions- or the Texas Old Age As­ 
sistance Law

Act, which President Roosevelt spon­ 
sored,” State Auditor Orville S. Car­ 
penter, appointed pension chief, said 
last week. 
‘‘Major provisions are the follow­ 
ing:

A q ualified applicant must b e 
65 y ears of age and a citizen of the 
United States. 
2. 
He must have lived in Texas 
five out of the last nine y ears, and j 
have lived in the State continuously 
for one y ear preceding application.

He must not at time of re- j 
ceiving aid b e an inmate of a pub lic j 
or private institution. 
4 . 
He must not have made a vol- j 
untary transfer 
or 
assignment of > 
property to q ualify for aid. 
5. 
He must not b e a hab itual 
criminal or hab itual drunkard. 
6. 
He or she is not eligib le if he 
or she has a husb and or wife ab le to 
furnish him or her adeq uate support. j 
“ The property 
restriction,” Mr. j 
Carpenter continued, “as well as that ' 
of cash or security ownership, m ust« 
b e clearly understood.”
